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DR. JOAO F. SOREN: 


Tenth President of BWA 


Dr. Joao (John) F. Soren of Rio de 
Janeiro is the new president of the Baptist 
World Alliance. 

His election by the Tenth Baptist 
World Congress marks the first time the 
leadership post has been voted to a 
resident outside the United States, Cana- 
da and England. 

Dr. Soren accepted the high office as 
recognition for “what Baptists in Brazil 
have done in entertaining the Congress.” 

But others saw the election as 
“deserved recognition for a man who has 
served his church for 26 years, five times 
been president of the Brazil Baptist 
Convention, and has held just about every 
office his denomination can afford.” 

A quiet man, fully dedicated to his 
Lord and the ministry to which he was 
called, Dr. Soren is a man beloved by all 
his brethren. His excellent services in 
many capacities at the Rio Congress, 
especially as an interpreter unexcelled, 
won the heartfelt admiration of all who 
attended. 

Dr. Soren has been pastor of the First 
Baptist Church of Rio de Janeiro since 
January 1, 1935. It is the same 
congregation his father led for 33 years, 
giving the father and son team a total 
ministry of 59 years in this church 
known as the mother of Baptist work 
throughout Rio. 

He has been president of the Brazilian 
Baptist Convention five times. He has 
been president of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the Brazilian Baptist Convention 
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Dr. AND Mrs. SOREN 


since its organization. Several times he 
has been president of the Federal District 
Baptist Convention. He has served the 
Baptist World Alliance previously both as 
vice-president and as a member of its 
Executive Committee. 

Born in Rio June 21, 1908, he was 
baptized into Rio’s First Church at the 
age of eight. He completed a course in 
humanities in Rio Baptist College (the 
degree of Bachelor of Science), and later 
studied at the Baptist Seminary in Rio 
and the Southern Baptist Theological 
Seminary of Louisville, Ky., USA. He 
holds degrees from both the Southern 
Seminary (Master of Theology) and the 
University of Louisville (Master of 
Arts), plus an honorary degree of Doctor 
of Divinity from Georgetown College, 
Kentucky. 

As a military chaplain with the 
Brazilian expeditionary forces in Italy 
during World War II, he was cited for 
bravery and given the highest military 
decorations of the Brazilian army. 

A scholar, Dr. Soren occupies the 
chairs of systematic theology and contem- 
porary theology at the South Brazil 
Baptist Seminary in Rio. He is author of 
a doctrinal work entitled “Religious 
Teaching in State Schools.”*He preached 
the official sermon for the Ninth Congress 
of the Baptist World Alliance in London, 
1955. 

Dr. Soren was married in 1924 to the 
former Nicea Miranda, a teacher and 
pianist. They have three children, Mrs. 
Marilia Soren Sosa, who served as 
organist and soloist at the Baptist World 
Congress in Rio, Claudia Soren, 18, and 
Joao Marcos, 15.

Wold Saptists Meet at Keo 


WENTY-FIVE THOUSAND people were present. They had come from 70 coun- 
tries on all six continents. Their skin was of many hues, they spoke differ- 
ing languages, and their clothing reflected the tastes and styles of their scattered 


lands. 


The scene was Maracana Ginasio, a giant sports palace at Rio de Janeiro, 
Brazil, and the date was June 26. The occasion was the opening of the Tenth 


Baptist World Congress. 


FLAGS of 70 national delegations 
were paraded around the circumference 
of the huge hall and onto the speaker’s 
platform. One representative from each 
nation marched immediately behind his 
country’s flag. And as each reached the 
speaker’s microphone he spoke—in his 
own language—the words of Philippians 
793) Ue 

“Every tongue shall confess that Jesus 
Christ is Lord, to the glory of God the 
Father.” 


Then, the procession completed, the 
vast audience, led by a 3000 voice Bra- 
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zilian choir, sang triumphantly: “All 
Hail the Power of Jesus’ Name.” 

It was an impressive start for the Con- 
gress—the first Congress to convene in 
the Southern Hemisphere, the first to 
meet in a country considered a mission 
field, the first to assemble in a predomi- 
nantly Roman Catholic country, and the 
first in which primary emphasis was 
placed on evangelism. 


Baptist Unity Emphasized 

Dr. Theodore F. Adams, president of 
the Baptist World Alliance 1955-60, in 
his presidential address urged the world’s 


23-million Baptists in 107 countries to 
commit themselves fully to world-wide 
religious liberty, racial justice and Chris- 
tian brotherhood, and the spread of the 
gospel to all people. 


The Lordship of Christ, he declared 
in direct reference to the Congress theme, 
requires absolute freedom for individual 
men to make their own choices in matters 
of religion. “For this reason,” he stressed, 
“Baptists have long emphasized the priest- 
hood of all believers. We have no 
priestly hierarchy and no mediator be- 
tween God and men save Jesus Christ our 
Lord.” 

Dr. Lam Chi Fung of Hong Kong 
stressed the world-wide unity of Baptists 
in his response to Governor Sette Ca- 
mara’s address of welcome. : “Competition 
and war and racial strife between tribes

and nations should in this day rather 
give way to competition in love and self- 
less interest in spreading the gospel of 
the Prince of Peace,” he said. 


Registration Reaches 13,000 
Opening day registration reached 11,- 

595 an all-time record. By the second 

day, registration had climbed to 12,500,

about the same as the two previous high 
registration marks set at meetings in At- 
lanta in 1939 and Cleveland in 1959, 
and it topped 13,000 at the week’s end. 
Largest delegations came from Brazil 
and the United States. Last previous 
meeting of the Congress was in London 
in 1955. 

Newspapers gave front page space to 
the Congress. Local television and 
radio coverage was extensive. Billboards 
throughout the city announced the meet- 
ing and its theme. 

The Congress met in plenary ses- 
sion twice daily—morning and night— 
throughout the week. Each afternoon, 
the delegates assembled in smaller groups 
for meetings sponsored by the Baptist 
World Alliance Study Commissions and 
for interest group sessions. 

Fellowship was everywhere evident. 
Differences in language, clothing, color 
and national background were minimized 
as all worshiped and planned together in 
their joy of “one Lord, one faith, one 
baptism.” 

Sixty nations were represented on the 
program. Dr. W. D. Jackson of London, 
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Evangelist Billy Graham (left) with Dr. Soren as interpreter brought the 
gospel message to tens of thousands who had never heard it before 


the keynote speaker, reminded the Con- 
gress: “We Baptists proclaim the Lord- 
ship of Christ.” Dr. Baker J. Cauthen 
of Richmond, USA, preaching the Con- 
gress sermon, declared that “the distinc- 
tive Christian task of the 20th Century is 
worldwide evangelism.” 

Music, led throughout the week by 
William Reynolds of Nashville, USA, 
and highlighted by the glorious Brazilian 
choir, supplemented the addresses to 
make the week a truly inspirational and 
worshipful experience. 


Religious. Liberty Supported 


Recognizing that many Baptist groups 
around the world are under oppression, 
the Congress spent much time on the sub- 
ject of religious liberty. “Our Baptist 
commitment to religious liberty arises 
out of God’s revelation of himself and of 
his way of dealing with men,” the Com- 
mission on Religious Liberty stated. “It 
also comes out of our understanding of 
the nature of man and his role in the uni- 
verse, of true religion as personal and 
voluntary, and of the Christian church 
as a fellowship of believers.” 

A Manifesto on Religious Liberty, 
adopted unanimously by the Congress, 
declared, “We earnestly desire that all 
nations shall guarantee the right of all 
citizens to believe, to worship, to teach, 
to evangelize, to change their religious 
affiliation, and to serve their God as their 
consciences dictate.” 

In a Pronouncement on World Peace, 
the Congress asked “all our members to 


join unitedly with all Christians who love 
and long for peace to pray daily that the 
God of love may rule in the hearts of 
men and nations.” 

Baptists, said the Congress’ pronounce- 
ment, should seek to keep open the chan- 
nels of communication between all coun- 
tries, “encouraging such contacts as will 
enable the peoples of different nations to 
become better acquainted with each 
other.” Baptists also were urged to work 
for solutions “in the Christian spirit” of 
problems of desperate need, such as 
racial injustice and hunger. 

The Congress also adopted a series of 
resolutions urging all nations to end 
testing of atomic arms, condemning “un- 
fair discrimination,” asking that con- 
tinued efforts be made to solve refugee 
problems, and re-affirming the Baptist 
principle of church-state separation. 


Other Business 


The Congress voted to observe 1964 
as a year of worldwide evangelism coin- 
ciding with the Baptist Jubilee Advance 
in the United States and Canada. It will 
also be a prelude to the 60th anniversary 
of the Alliance, which was begun in Lon- 
don in 1905. 

Constituent bodies were asked to cele- 
brate worthily the bicentennial of the 
birth of William Carey, founder of the 
modern missionary movement, in August 
1961. 

A proposal by Sunday School leaders 
that an international Baptist convention 
for Bible study and membership training 
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Evangelistic Service Is Climax 
of Week-long Congress 


be held in 1965 at a place to be agreed 
upon later was approved. 

A report was received from the Com- 
mission on Bible Teaching and Member- 
ship Training urging constituent bodies 
to adopt the all-age program of Bible 
teaching. “Careful studies indicate that 
greatest gains have been consistently 
made by those Baptist bodies that have

provided teaching and training for all 
ages,” said Dr. Gaines S. Dobbins, com- 
mission co-chairman. 

Hope was voiced that the Alliance Ex- 
ecutive Committee might employ an ad- 
ditional staff member to promote evan- 
gelism and to co-ordinate and implement 
the work of the various alliance com- 
missions. 

Delegates gave a cash offering amount- 
ing to $1,902 to go to the Baptist Con- 
vention of Chile for allocation to earth- 
quake disaster needs. 

Dr. Arnold T. Ohrn, retiring general 
secretary of the Alliance, called the 
world’s Baptists to greater fellowship and 
cooperative service as he submitted his 
final report. He reported that eight ad- 
ditional national groups have become 
affiliated with the alliance since the 1955 
London Congress. They include Leba- 
nese Baptist Convention; Malayan Baptist 
Convention; Baptist Union of North In- 
dia; Bengal Baptist Union of India; 
Ukal Christian Central Council of 
Andhra, India; Taiwan Baptist Conven- 
tion; Baptist Church of Mizo District 
in Assam, India and Honduran Baptist 
Convention. 


Graham Addresses 
Closing Rally 


Brazilians went all out in efforts to fill 
Maracana Stadium for the Congress’ clos- 
ing session, an evangelistic rally led by 
Evangelist Billy Graham on Sunday after- 
noon, July 3.°The 125 Baptist churches 
in Rio de Janeiro provided 1,000 ushers 
and 10,000 counselors for personal soul 
winning. 

The vast sports arena was filled by the 
time Mr. Graham began his sermon. 
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Some judged 
as many as 
200,000 heard 
Billy Graham 


Estimates ranged from 150,000 to 
200,000 people, and Rio newsmen re- 
ported it was the largest crowd ever in 
the stadium. It was believed to be the 
largest Baptist meeting in history, and 
the largest crowd ‘Mr. Graham has ever 
addressed. 

Mr. Graham’s message was simple and 
wholly evangelistic, calling the tens of 
thousands of Brazilians who had never 
before heard an evangelical sermon to a 
confession of faith in Christ. The size 
of the stadium and congestion in the 
aisles made impossible any call of new 
believers to the speaker’s platform. But 
an estimated “more than 10,000” waved 
their handkerchiefs at the close of the 
service to indicate their acceptance of 
Jesus as Saviour. 


Challenge from Dr. Soren 


The 13,000 delegates and uncounted 
thousands of visitors filed out of the 
stadium with a challenge from their 
newly elected president, Dr. John Soren. 

“Return to your homes, your churches, 
and your fatherlands to lead men to Jesus 
Christ,” he said. “I challenge you to lift 
up bravely to all the world the Word of 
God.”

The Election of Joao Soren 


Biblical Recorder, a publication of 
North Carolina Baptists, USA, had this 
comment concerning the election of Joao 
Soren: 

“The election of John Soren as presi- 
dent was as appropriate as it was de- 
served. It was a fine recognition of the 
great progress being made by Baptists in 
South America. President Theodore 
Adams left big shoes, but Dr. Soren will 
fill them well. With modern jet trans- 
portation, he can cover the world as 
easily as his predecessors, all of whom 
lived in the United States or Europe.” 


The publication also said: 


“The Baptist World Alliance is a 
great fellowship and the Rio Congress 
cemented it more strongly than ever 
before. When Christians from 70 nations 
gather beneath the Cross, the impact is 
certain to be felt in those countries. The 
day of isolationism for any Baptist group 
is gone. A united Baptist witness is im- 
perative, and the Baptist World Alliance 
is the best and most effective channel 
through which this witness can pass.”

New Secretary of BWA 


Dr. Josef Nordenhaug, elected Gen- 
eral Secretary of the Baptist World AI- 
liance by the Baptist World Congress at 
Rio de Janeiro, is an international Bap- 
tist. Born and raised in Norway, he has 
spent much time also in the USA and 
Switzerland. 

Dr. Nordenhaug, president of the Bap- 
tist Theological Seminary at Ruschlikon- 
Zurich, Switzerland since 1950, will join 
the Alliance staff on November 1. Dr. 
Arnold T. Ohrn, secretary of the Alliance 
1948-60, was asked by the BWA Exec- 
utive Committee to continue to serve 
from the Congress session until October. 

Born in Oslo in 1903, Dr. Norden- 
haug attended the public schools of Oslo 
and graduated from the St. Hanshaugen 
Gymnasium in science studies. He 
studied at the University of Oslo 1921- 
27, earning his Master of Science degree 
in the field of chemistry, geophysics, and 
astronomy. 

During his time of study at the Uni- 
versity, he was active in many branches 
of church work and was for four years 
a part-time teacher at the Baptist The- 
ological Seminary of Oslo. He also en- 
gaged in literary pursuits, translating 
from English into Norwegian two well 
known classics, God in the Slums by 
Hugh Redwood and Kagawa by William 
Axling. Earlier he had learned cabinet 
making from his father who operated 
a small furniture store in Oslo. 

Responding to the call to give his life 
to the gospel ministry, Dr. Nordenhaug 
went to the United States in 1928 for the- 
ological study at the Southern Baptist 
Theological Seminary, where he earned 
Th.M. and Ph.D. degrees majoring in 
New Testament Greek. He served as 
student pastor of two country churches 
in Indiana, the Bear Creek and the Tea 
Creek Baptist churches near North Ver- 
non. 

Dr. Nordenhaug returned to Norway 
in the fall of 1932 and served as assistant 
pastor of the First Baptist Church of 
Oslo until 1933 when he moved to the 
United States and became pastor of the 
Irene Cole Memorial Baptist Church in 
Prestonsburg, Ky. 

He was pastor of the Vinton Baptist 
Church, Vinton, Va., 1936-41, and of 
the Rivermont Avenue Baptist Church, 
Lynchburg, Va., 1941-48. He also served 
in various denominational capacities, be- 
ing a member of the Radio Commission 
of the Southern Baptist Convention, 
chairman of the Virginia Baptist Radio 
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Committee, trustee of the Bluefield Col- 
lege, and vice-president of the Board of 
Trustees of the Baptist Orphanage. 

In July 1948, Dr. Nordenhaug became 
editor-in-chief of The Commission, the 
world mission journal published monthly 
by the Foreign Mission Board of the 
Southern Baptist Convention. Two years 
later, the mission board elected him 
president of the Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary in Ruschlikon, Switzerland, which 
had opened its first school session in the 
fall of 1949. 

As president of this international sem- 
inary since 1950, he has fostered in- 
creased cooperation and fraternal un- 
derstanding among various Baptist unions 
in Europe. As the European representa- 
tive of the Foreign Mission Board of the 
Southern Baptist Convention in matters 
of relief and rehabilitation, 1954-58, he 
was instrumental in bringing extensive 
aid for construction of chapels and youth 
camps, and theological schools of Aus- 
tria, France, Germany, Holland, Hun- 
gary, Norway, and Switzerland. 


During the days after the Hungarian 
uprising in 1956 he served as chairman 
of the Baptist Relief Committee for Hun- 
gary, a subcommittee of the Baptist 
World Alliance relief committee. He 
also served during this time as the South- 
ern Baptist representative on the execu- 
tive committee of the European Baptist 
Federation. 

As president of the Ruschlikon Sem- 
inary, he has planned and supervised the 
construction of a library, student build- 
ing, married student apartments, presi-

dent’s home, and the chapel on the cam- 
pus. He has served as consultant in the 
preparation of the architectural plans for 
many chapels in Europe. 

In the seminary he has taught courses 
in homiletics, New Testament, Chris- 
tian journalism, and sociology. He has 
during the years been a contributor to 
various denominational journals. 

In 1934 he was married to Miss Helen 
Bacon Rampp of Louisville, Ky. They 
have two children, Theodore (born 1939) 
and Karin (1941).

Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, July 2, 1960 


On Race Relations 


The Baptist World Congress of 1934 
declared that there is in Christ an all- 
embracing unity, so that in Him there is 
“neither Greek nor Jew, circumcision 
nor uncircumcision, barbarian, Scythian, 
bond nor free, but Christ is all in all”, 
and condemned every form of oppression 
or unfair discrimination toward the Jews, 
toward colored peoples or toward sub- 
ject races. 

At this Baptist World Congress in 1960 
we re-affirm the conviction stated in that 
resolution. We express our gratitude to 
God for the measure of progress which 
has been made in the improvement of 
race relations. Nevertheless we recognize 
that in some parts of the world much 
still remains to be done and the situa- 
tion is grave. 

We call, therefore, upon our Baptist 
people around the world to live above 
race prejudice and to take the lead in 
abolishing racial discrimination and re- 
moving the indignities of racial segrega- 
tion and the caste system wherever these 
still exist. 


On Nuclear Testing 


We believe: 

1. That God has created man in His 
own image and intended for him a life 
of peace, mutual respect and interdepend- 
ence; 

2. That the Holy Spirit moves all 
Christians in these days of international 
tension and unrest to exercise every pos- 
sible influence for the furtherance of the 
cause of peace and goodwill among men, 
remembering the spiritual command to 
“seek peace and ensue it”; 

3. That nuclear testing and the stock- 
piling of nuclear weapons tends to fo- 
ment international mistrust, suspicion and 
fear and seriously to threaten the life of 
man, physically and spiritually. 
Therefore, We Urge: 

The nations to dispense with all 
testing of nuclear weapons, and the pro- 
duction of the same; and, co-operatively, 
to agree on satisfactory methods of in- 
spection designed to ensure that all na- 
tions shall exercise good faith in this 
matter. And we urge the Baptists of the 
world earnestly to seek to become well- 
informed in this field of critical concern, 


and that they engage in unceasing prayer 
for that increase in the spirit of under- 
standing and mutual trust through which 
peace shall become possible for all man- 
kind. 


On Underprivileged Persons 


We believe that all peoples of the 
world have one Father and that one God 
has created us all and that it is God’s 
will that all of His peoples should share 
in the conditions that provide for free- 
dom, self-determination, technical knowl- 
edge and the materials necessary to the 
life of persons whom God has created 
to fulfill His purposes. 


Therefore: 


1. We urge the peoples who have re- 
ceived these conditions in trust from pre- 
vious generations to share them with peo- 
ples who today are aspiring to them. 

2. We commend to all _ Baptist 
churches the Relief Committee of the 
Baptist World Alliance and plead for 
continued support of its ministries in the 
name of Christ. 


3. We commend those governments 
that have supported the purposes of the 
World Refugee Year and urge them to 
continue their efforts toward the solu- 
tion of the refugee problem. 


On the Separation of 
Church and State 


Since Baptists everywhere have under- 
stood the Gospel to call men to respon- 
siveness to Christ as Lord, and have 
therefore been constant advocates of re- 
ligious liberty, this Tenth Congress of the 
Baptist World Alliance re-affirms its be- 
lief in the separation of the Church and 
its institutions from the State and its in- 
stitutions. We express our satisfaction 
that so many governments have gained 
the confidence needed to recognize the 
right of churches to be free and to make 
them equal before the law. We commend 
this practice to all governments. 


In carrying forward this desire: 

We urge that adequate public instruc- 
tional opportunities be provided for the 
whole population, while respecting the 
right of churches also to formulate and 
support educational endeavors. 


We also urge that programs and chari- 
table efforts of the churches be so 





planned as to represent the love and the 
stewardship of the people of the churches 
and not the taxing power of the govern- 
ment. 


Resolutions of Thanks 


1. We express our sincere appreciation 
to the State and Civic authorities of Bra- 
zil and record our respectful thanks to 
His Excellency, Juscelino Kubitschek de 
Oliveira, president of the United States 
of Brazil and to His Excellency, Sette 
Camara, the governor of the State of 
Guanabara, and through them to the Bra- 
zilian people, for the many courtesies ex- 
tended to Baptists from 70 countries of 
the world during the Congress. The re- 
ligious liberty existing in Brazil has made 
it possible for us to hold this great Bap- 
tist gathering in beautiful Rio de Janeiro 
with full freedom to express our religious 
convictions and to worship God accord- 
ing to the dictates of our consciences. 
This has been a source of joy to us and 
has filled us anew with the ardent hope 
that the day may be near when all na- 
tions of the world will reach the same 
high civic recognition of this fundamental 
human right as in Brazil. 

2. We express and record our most 
heartfelt gratitude to our fellow Baptists 
in Brazil, and particularly in Rio de 
Janeiro, for their gracious hospitality and 
to all the members of the numerous com- 
mittees which prepared so well for our 
coming and ministered to us through 
numerous courtesies during our stay. 

3. We further express to the Brazilian 
press, radio and television organizations 
our thanks for their understanding in in- 
terpreting and giving publicity to the 
Congress. 

4. We most enthusiastically express 
our appreciation to the marvelous Con- 
gress Choir and its directors for the in- 
spiration of their singing during the meet- 
ing.

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PRONOUNCEMENT ON WORLD PEACE 


Adopted by the Tenth Baptist World Congress 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, July 2, 1960 


WE THE REPRESENTATIVES of 
more than twenty million Baptists from 
over one hundred countries, strongly re- 
affirm our historic stand on world peace, 
and urge all our members to join unitedly 
with all Christians who love and long for 
peace, to pray daily that the God of love 
may rule in the hearts of men and na- 
tions. 

The name of Jesus Christ represents 
but a small minority of the total peoples 
of the earth. But it is and can be increas- 
ingly a creative ministry. From the day 
of its beginning this trans-national and 
trans-racial fellowship was intended to be 
the “salt of the earth’, pointing men to 
the truth of God by which we live. And 
God wills reconciliation and peace. 

With this clearly in mind we suggest 
some steps to bring about a united ap- 
proach to God and our need at this very 
crucial hour in the history of mankind: 

1. It is our deep conviction that war 
undermines all Christian values, and is 
the demonic destroyer of human lives, 
human rights and property, and 

2. That nuclear war would plunge the 
whole world into an unimaginable holo- 
caust of death and destruction, and 

3. That the present arms race subjects 
the world to an increasingly exhaustive 
burden of taxation and fear and is bound 
to lead to war, and 

4. That we desire to express our 
Christian love toward all mankind, since 
we believe that God is love and that 
every person is precious in His sight, and 

5. That we approve and urge upon all 
our Baptist people to carry out the 
specific suggestions which follow: 

a) That we recognize the weakness 
and sinfulness of the human race and 


‘seek our own reconciliation and peace 


with God and our fellowmen, humbly 
asking God’s forgiveness for all past 
failures and sins that have contributed to 
misunderstanding and conflict, and 

b) That we urge that all possible ef- 
forts be made or continued to secure a 
practical program of international dis- 
armament subject to proper inspection 
and safeguards, and 

c) That we seek to keep open the 
channels of communication between the 
nations of the world, encouraging such 
contacts as will enabie the peoples of 
different nations to become better ac- 
quainted with each other, and 

d) That we keep ourselves acutely 
aware of conditions of desperate need, 
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such as racial injustice and world hunger, 
and that, insofar as it is possible and 
feasible to do so, we _ share our 
knowledge, and work for solutions to 
these problems in the Christian spirit and 
with Christian motivation, and 

e) That, realizing that no problems 
are simple any more, but call for co- 
operative understanding and action, and 
over-all strategy and planning on a world 
scale, we recognize the importance of the 
United Nations organization, and seek to 
support its efforts to examine and solve 
the complex problems of the world, and 

f) That, as fellow Christians and 
Baptists, we recognize that, in prayer and 
in our world-wide fellowship, we have 
spiritual resources that transcend national 
boundaries and political differences, and 
link us to the power and Spirit of 
almighty God, and His Christ. 





PRODUCT OF MISSIONS 


Rev. S. A. Lawoyin of Nigeria told 
the Baptist World Congress: 


“I myself am a product of Christian 
missions. I am a witness of the 
tremendous achievements of Southern 
Baptist missionaries in my homeland, 
Nigeria. 

“But the African is confused. ‘What 
is wrong with Christianity?’ he asks. 
It has become highly organized and 
standardized, unlike the time of Pente- 
cost. The number of Christian con- 
verts rises almost every minute. Huge 
amounts of money are spent year in, 
year out, on missions. Yet the devil, 
our adversary, continues to employ 
differences of color and race as a bone 
of contention to perpetuate strife and 
disunity among the children of God. 

“Are we true followers of the Man 
of Galilee whom we preach. Or are 
we just professed Christians?” 


MANIFESTO ON RELIGIOUS LIBERTY 


Adopted by the Tenth Baptist World Congress 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, June 30, 1960 


WE BELIEVE: 


1. That God created man in His own image and endowed him with 
freedom to respond to His redemptive love; 
2. That man is responsible to God for his religious belief and prac- 


tice; 


3. That religious faith and participation must be voluntary in order 


to be real. 
WE REJOICE: 


1. That God gives grace to endure oppression and to use freedom; 
2. That friends of religious liberty are found in all Christian com- 


munions; 


3. That recent legislation in several countries is favorable to religious 


liberty. 
WE EARNESTLY DESIRE: 


1. That all forms of discrimination against religious minorities shall 


cease; 


2. That all religious bodies shall make an unequivocal commitment 
to full religious liberty for all people; 

3. That all nations shall guarantee the right of all citizens to believe, 
to worship, to teach, to evangelize, to change their religious affilia- 
tion, and to serve their God as their consciences dictate. 


WE SOLEMNLY COVENANT: 


1. To study and proclaim the freedom men have in Jesus Christ, the 


Lord; 


2. To show Christian understanding and love towards those whose 
beliefs and practices are different from our own; 
3. To pray and use our influence for the preservation and extension 


of religious liberty for all men. 











“Vision Glorious’ Is Women’s Theme at Rio 


Women from approximately 50 coun- 
tries attended two sectional meetings for 
women in connection with the Baptist 
World Congress at Rio de Janeiro. Their 
program followed the general theme 
“The Vision Glorious,” with the first 
session emphasizing “God’s Gift to 
Women” and the second “Christ’s Gift of 
Women to the World.” 

With Mrs. George R. Martin, chair- 
man, presiding, the women opened their 
first meeting by singing “Blessed Assur- 
ance, Jesus is Mine,” followed by a few 
moments of silent prayer. 

National representatives wearing their 
traditional dress formed a long line in 
front of the platform as Mrs. H. H. 
Grooms of USA sang triumphantly “He’s 
Got the Whole World in His Hand.” 
Mrs. Umberlina Landera of Cuba 
brought the devotional address. A wel- 
come to Brazil was extended by Mrs. 
Esther Silva Dias, with Mrs. Rachael 
Iverson of Norway responding. 

Continuing the international aspects 
of the meeting, the program then fea- 
tured Mrs. Edna Gutierrez of Nicaragua, 
Mrs. Helen Liu of Taiwan, Miss Sue 
Saito of Hawaii and Mrs. Akiko Mat- 
sumura of Japan in testimonies of the 
meaning of Christ in their own lives.

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Where Will Youth Meet in ‘63? 


“Where is the Next World Youth 
Conference to Be?” 

This question has been asked both 
before, during, and after the Rio Con- 
gress more than any other. Answer: 
We do not know yet. Reason: The Youth 
Department waited until the Baptist 
World Congress set its 1965 place of 
meeting as Miami Beach, Fla., USA, 
before making a decision on the 1963 
World Youth Conference. 

Invitations have been received from 
Beirut, Lebanon; Havana, Cuba; Hong 
Kong; and from two or three cities in 
Australia. The Youth Committee, meet- 
ing at Rio, disposed of Havana on the 
basis that the 1953 World Youth Con- 
ference was in Rio and the 1958 meet- 
ing was in Toronto. Therefore, the 1963 
meeting should be in some part of the 
world other than the Americas. 

Information is being collected on 
which a decision is to be made in the 
early fall. 

In 1953 the youth led the Baptists of 
the world out of North America and 
Europe into South America. Now the 
youth are considering leading out again 
into areas where no Baptist World Con- 
gress has been—the Near East and the 
Far East. 

There is much to be said for each 
of these places. 

Where do you think it ought to be 
held? Your suggestions will be appre- 
ciated. There will be time after you re- 
ceive this issue of THE BAPTIST WORLD 
and before a decision is made for you 
to write air mail to the Secretary, Robert 
S. Denny, in Washington, giving your 
opinion on where you think the 1963 
Baptist World Youth Conference should 
be held.

David 
Jackson of England and Eliseu Zimenes 
of Brazil read the scripture. Testimonies 
were given by Claudia Pillipuk of the 
Soviet Union, Sushil Adhikari of Pa- 
kistan, Adolphus Dennis of Liberia, and 
Luis Villalon of Cuba. 


National Leaders Hear Baptist 


Dr. Leon Chow, pastor of the Grace 
Baptist Church, a teacher in the Taiwan 
Baptist Theological Seminary, and a 
world Baptist youth leader was the 
preacher when President Dwight D. 
Eisenhower of the United States and 
President Chiang Kai-Shek of Nationalist 
China worshipped together during Mr. 
Eisenhower’s visit to Taiwan last June. 

Dr. Chow spoke on “Faith to Move 
Mountains.” The two presidents had 
come to a special service at the Shih 
Lin Church on the outskirts of Taipei. 

Dr. Chow will be remembered as a 
speaker at the Baptist World Youth Con- 
ference in Toronto in 1958.

The Chilean Baptist Mission, review- 
ing it all, expressed unanimous praise for 
the way you conducted yourselves in 
Santiago and the witness for Christ you 
left there. Chilean customs and immi- 
gration officials, bus and taxi drivers, and 
hotel people were impressed by Los 
Bautistas. A travel agency guide who 
was with you every day for a month said 
to a missionary: “I have never seen peo- 
ple like these—no drinking or smoking, 
no smutty jokes, uniform courtesy and 
kindliness. If this is Christianity, I like 
it. You may be shocked to see me in 
your services soon.”

Jarman Foundation Makes Gift 
To John Smyth Memorial Church 

A gift of $30,000 to apply on the cost 
of the John Smyth Memorial Church be- 
ing erected by Dutch Baptists at Amster- 
dam, Holland, has been received by the 
Baptist World Alliance. 

Robert S. Denny, associate secretary 
of the Alliance, said that the gift came 
from the Jarman Foundation of Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and will be forwarded im- 
mediately to Rev. T. Jansma, treasurer 
of the Dutch Baptist Union. 

The memorial church is being erected 
by the Baptists of Holland in tribute to 
Rev. John Smyth, who in 1609 founded 
at Amsterdam the first known English- 
speaking Baptist church and thereby 
launched the Baptist movement of mod- 
ern times. 

Cost of the building will be about 
$115,000. The Baptist World Alliance 
Executive Committee had commended 
the project “to the sympathetic interest 
of the Alliance’s constituent bodies 
throughout the world.” 

Denny noted that this $30,000 gift 
and several other smaller contributions 
to the Smyth memorial “are excellent ex- 
amples of the Alliance’s service as a 
channel through which Baptists of the 
world may help each other.” 


Cameroun Relief Gift Appreciated 

A gift of $700 from the Relief Com- 
mittee of the Baptist World Alliance has 
been received by Baptists in the Came- 
roun, Rev. Paul Mbende, president of 
the Cameroun Baptist Union, reports. 

“We are very grateful for this gift,” 
Mr. Mbende said. “The money will help 
our work in this time of trouble.” 

Cameroun Baptists have been victims 
of much vandalism since independence 
came to the country last January. Mr. 
Mbende reports new violence in his letter 
to the Alliance: 

“In the town of Ndogbaembi, all the 
buildings of the church: church building, 
school building, living houses of the min- 
ister and teachers were burned and all 
was lost. The same catastrophe happened 
to ‘Balkol.’ Two boys were killed. We

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CONGO: 
Missionaries Leave During Unrest 
But Plan to Return 

Both the Baptist Missionary Society, 
London, and the American Baptist For- 
eign Mission Societies, New York, plan 


to continue work in Congo despite po- 
litical uprisings that forced many mis- 
sionaries to flee from their posts. The 
difficulty followed granting of independ- 
ence to Congo. 

At last report, 39 of the 97 BMS mis- 
sionaries in Congo had been forced to 
return to England. Most of them, Rev. 
E. G. T. Madge, general foreign secretary, 
said, were mothers with young children. 
Fifty-eight other missionaries are still 
in Congo, though some of them have 
been evacuated from their stations to 
Leopoldville until more orderly condi- 
tions permit them to return to their work. 

All but eight of 63 missionaries of the 
AMFMS were evacuated and flown back 
to USA on orders of the US State De- 
partment. 

Both societies announced intentions to 
return all missionaries to Congo as soon 
as conditions become stable. Rev. J. L. 
Sprigg, ABFMS secretary for Congo, 
said however that Congolese Christians 
will be encouraged to assume leader- 
ship.

Meeting in their tenth annual session 
at Gohalkhana, Kamrup, the Council of 
Baptist Churches of Northeast India 
elected as their president Miss A. Ken- 
war.
